RESCUE WHEAT BAD NEWS 
FOR THE SAWFLY 

Next year there will be a substan- 
tial volume of Rescue Wheat avail- 
able to the farmers of Western Ca- 
nada, This wheat was developed by 
A, W, Platt of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment experimerital station at 
Swift Current to counteract the ra- 
Pages of the sawfly. Rescue has a 
solid stem and this interrupts the 
sawfly life cycle. The main objec- 
tion to Rescue wheat is that it does 
not compare to the standard Mar- 
quis in quality. 

Another wheat being developed 
by Dominion ceréalists is said to 
be resistant to grasshoppegs. The 
scientists are also working on a 
wheat which wil] require a shorter 
ripening period, thus avoiding early 
frosts, It takes early a dozen years 
to develop a new variety of wheat.

D-A. GIVES TIMELY 
GARDEN HINTS 


Ever realize that gardening is a 
Movie perogative. bub ofien dn <a 
new country is forced upon the 
women folk, It is women’s pleasure 
to enjoy and help in the lightes 
mose pleasurable tasks. 


That good phogressive nursery- 
man sells peonies on the basis in 
order -of rating, color, fragrance, 
etc, The rating is based on vaiue 
of ten points fo rthe best as given 
by the American Paeony Society; 
so the nearer to the ten points the 
better plus desired color, shape and 
fragrance. 

That fragrance is being taken ne- 
tice of in flowers once again It is 
fashionable to have fragrance and 
beauty, 

Ever try to dig cut an old paeony 
root and divide it? Take two pota- 
to forks.and place them in the root 
back to back, then press the two 
nandles together and the root is 
split, far, far better than. slicing 
with a spade. Be careful not to crosy 
or hort your fingers in the process. 

Bed over the tops of onions by 
carefully walking down the row 
with toes inward to bend the tops, 
and so stop the flow of sap and 
cause the bulb to mature. 

Notice that paeonies are best left 
in their old place to grow undis- 
turbed for about ten years and 
that movine them causes desth? 
Therefore dig chen and wide, 
choose a good location where there 
s good soil far removed from the 
roots of trees. Recall] that manure 
around the roots of peonies may 
cause decay but deeo down, whre 
it would be available later, make 
them grow luxuriantly and have 
fine blooms, 

Purchase some bulbs of tulips as 
a general starter to bulb growing 
and plant them about six inches 
apart in, deep holes:of loose so‘! 
about four to six inches deep where 
they are to bloom in 1948 ote the 
soil was loose below but it may and 
can be firm above. Daffodils as a 
special feature may be tried but 
they go down twelve to ‘§’tean 
inches deep and should be planted 
as early as possible after receiving. 
The latter is quite important,

RYE PRICES DROP 


Rye prices in Canada reflecting 
the drop in prices of grains on the 
US. grain markets have declined 
steadily in the past few days from 
the high of $3.75.%., 


Tuesday's quotations on rye were 
342% for ® C. W. and 3.39% for 3 
C, 'W, Quotations have fallen the 
full 5c limit each day reacting to 
the steady 10¢ limit decline in Am- 
erican grain prices, Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson of the U. 8. 
released a statem€nt that exports 
of grain abroad were being sharply 
curtailed and the result of this an- 
nouncement combined with a 
movement on to the market of the 
yields of a bumper U. 8S, crop seem 
to be 


resulting in the decline in 
prices in the States, 

As yet, the Line Elevators Com- 
panies have received no reply to 
their telegram fo’ Prime Minister 
MacKenzie King. The companies 
asked for a clarification of the re- 
ported removal wf ceiling priices 
on oats and barley at the end of 
October. Grain Buyers for the Line 
Companies in Olds have as yet 
received no official word from 
their head offices. 

Advic to farmers as far as 
these companies are concerned is 
to withhold thees grains from mar- 
ket. 

In a telephonic conversation with 
R. D, Purdy, manager of the Al- 
berta Wheat Pool in Calgary, the 
Gazette was informed that the Al- 
berta Wheat Pool are withholding 
any statement until after the 
meeting of the Canadian Feder- 


ation of Agriculture, Western Div- 
ision now meeting in Kelowna B.C. 
has discussed the advisability of 


farmers withholding barley and 
oats.

This was the forecast made by 
Lieut.-Col. A. T. ‘Howell, O.B.B,, 
formerly in charge of the Newfound- 
land Regiment for four years, in an 
address before the Lions Club here. 

The real Newfoundland ig practi- 
cally unknown to the majority of 
Canadians and less known to resi- 
dents of the United States, the 
speaker said. Many know that this 
country is located somewhere at the 
entrance of the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
They know it is cold and damp. But 
that is the extent of their knowledge 
of this huge island covering about 
400,000 square miles. 

“We must not forget that New- 
jfoundland is important to Canada 
and to the United States from a mili- 
tary viewpoint. This advantage is 
not. realized by the average person. 
Any future war will be fought in the 
air and Newfoundland will become a 
main interceptor basis on the North 
American continent. Any attacks on 
the U.S. and Canada can be inter- 
cepted by planes from Newfound- 
land.” 

Lieut.-Col. Howell remarked: “If 
Confederation ever includes’ New- 
foundland, I hope that the Canadian 
Government, realizing the problems 
of the country, will endeavor to raise

LONDON. Nelson’s flagship, Vic- 


tory, may have to be broken up be- 
cause death-watch beetles are eating 


away the ship's bottom. The beetles ' 


have bored deep into the wooden 
beams of the sixth and lowest deck 
beams that were hewn nearly 200 
years ago from New Forest oaks. 

DDT powder has been injected into 
the holes, but the beetles are win- 
ning. One of the ship’s quartermas- 
ters said recently. “The attacks have 
been going on for years and now the 
beetle has definitely got the upper 
hand, The beetle is confined to the 
hold, but the danger is that the whole 
of the ship's bottom will be destroy- 
ed and eventually the Victory may 
have to be. broken up.”

Diary Reveals 


Why Britain Was 


Not Invaded 


Hitler Thought It Mistake 
To Cross The Channel 

NUERNBERG.—New light on one 

of Hitler's best-kept secrets — why 

Britain was not invaded—was cast 

recently in published passages of the 

diary of Gen. Franz Halder, former 
chief-of-staff of the German Army. 

According to Halder’s diary Hitler 

suddenly stopped active preparations 

for an invasion of Britain on the 
ground that a “crossing of the chan- 
nel would be a mistake” and that 

Germany would find another way of 

beating Britain. Halder said Hitler 

thought this was only a matter of 
time, as the war was already won. 

Hitler wrote that at a meeting be- 

tween himself and his war chiefs at 

Obersalzberg in the late summer of 

1940 it was decided not only to de- 

stroy Soviet Russia, “Britain’s last 

hope”, in the spring of 1941 (Hitler 

actually invaded Russia June 22, 
}1941), but also to occupy Britain. 

Admiral Erich Raeder said every- 

thing could be ready for the invasion 

by Sept. 30, 1940, but he himself 
favored May or June for the opera- 
tion. 

As Hitler planned to attack Russia 
jin May or June, however, prepara- 
| tions for an invasion of Britain were 
| speeded up. 
| On Sept. 14, 1940, a meeting was 
held in the new Reichschancellery at 
|which Hitler stated, according to the 
| diary: “An invasion of England 
| would end the war in the quickest 
| way.” 

The date of the invasion was fixed 
for Sept. 27, but bad weather caused 
}it to be postponed until Oct, 8. 

Hitler did not shrink back from 
|the plan although it was pointed out 
; that Britain might use American ma- 
jterials. He was reported to believe 
that the United States would not be 
able to send appreciable aid before 
| 1945, 

It was shortly after this that Hit- 
|ler suddenly ordered the preparations 
to be stopped. 

Halder never mentioned the in- 
vasion of Britain again in his dairy.

that acts like human cancer was de- 
scribed by Dr, Armin Braun of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search, 

This is something never observed 
in animal or human cancer, Dr. 
Braun said in describing the studies 
to the society for the study of de- 
velopment and growth. 

The plant cancer is crown gall dis- 
ease. Like human cancer, it is an 
uncontrolled growth of wild cells at 
the expense of normal cells. 

All kinds of plant cells, except one, 
succumb to the plant cancer, Dr. 
Braun said. The exception is young 
cells in a certain tropical plant. 

The bacteria causing the disease 
produced a kind of tumor in this 
young plant. But the affected cells 
kept some of their own characteris- 
tics. That is, they fought to grow 
normally as stem cells or leaf cells.
